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DELLINGER SAYS ’BULLSHIT’ TO GOVERNMENT 
JUDGE HOFFMAN JAILS HIM, REVOKING BAIL 
LIBERATION News Service 

CHIGACO (LNS)-- Federal Judge Julius Hoffman has 
sent the second of the Conspiracy Eight to jail, with 
the end of the trial and the jury's verdict still 
weeks away 

Dave Dellinger, the radical pacifist whom the 
Government has called the "architect” of the action 
at the Democratic Convention m August , 1968, was 
sitting at the cluttered defense table listening to 
a prosecution rebuttal witness, Chicago Deputy Po- 
lice Chief James Riordan, blatantly lie about Dave’s 
activities during a march through the Loop 

”0h, bullshit !" Dave shouted "Let’s argue about 
what you think and about what I think, hut don’t make 
up things!" Riordan had testified to having heard an 
unidentified speaker call for disruption in the 
stores, theaters and streets of the Loop, and then 
said he saw Dellinger at head of a r r-/wd oF de- 
monstrators heading off i.n that direction 

Following Dave's outburst, Judge Hoffman leaned 
over his podium and said, "Never in ny fifty years 
in court have I heard so much obscenity as I’ve 
heard during this trial " 

Defense Lawyer, William Kunstler, replied 
"You’ve also never been a defendant here and had to 
sit and listen while witnesses lie about you " 

Richard Schultz a prosecuting attorney , explo- 
ded and shot to the front of the courtroom "How 
dare Mr, Kunstler! We‘ve had to sit here win be our 
lips tied (sic) and listen to these defendants per- 
jure themselves " 

Another defendant shouted at the judge, "When 
it's all over the Judge' 11 go to Florida, but ii he 
gets his way, we'll all go to jail-” 

A spectator in the gallery raised his first and 
shouted "Damn right! Right On " and the federal r.i-ir 
shals went into action as the Judge erC'-’e i. "Mi- 
Marshal , take that man into uisfa-. ■’ 

"Into custody!” cried IJ S attorney ‘-cb.m' 
"Schultz, you’re a Nazi jailer," -hout'*<! Ahbio

Dave has overstepped the bounds before during 
the five months 01 the trial. He did so when he 
threw himself against a marshal who tried to sei^e 
Bobby Sea] e after the Judge ordered Bobby shackled 
He did so every time he stood up and publicly called 
the trial a repressive farce. This time the Judge 
decided to punish him by terminating Dellinger's 
bail and ’’remanding him to the custody of the United 
States marshal 

This meant the lockup for Dave for the rest of 
the trial, unless the defense's appeal of Hoffman’s 
decision to a high court is upheld. 

The courtroom gasped when they heard the Judge's 
edict. The oilier six defendants rushed to Dave's 
side, and marshals attacked them People fell over 
guard rails into the press section. Reporters 
joined i h e f i u> The marshals grabbed Bob Lamb, the 
Conspiracy staff’s press coordinator, held him 
against a seat, and later charged him with assault 

Jerry Rubin and Rennie Davis stood up at the 
table and began to yell "BULLSHIT ! " and Jerry 
shouted, "You’re not going to separate us j Take all 
of us! Take me toot" Another contingent of mar 
shals pushed him into his chair 

Tlie Judge tued to cut the melee off by dismiss- 
ing the court, but he was upstaged by Abbie Hoffman, 
who shouted "Teu’ie a disgrace to the Jews, runt! 

You would have served Hitler better’"

The administration of Gouverneur, the under- 
staffed and ramshackle clinic, which now must 
serve the entire Lower Last Side, has been under 
\'ie from residents and various health organizations 
lor a number of years That motion resulted last 
September in the formation of a Gouverneur unit of 
the city -wide Health Revolutionary Unitary Movement 
(.HRUM) , which is demanding reinstatement of the 
workers and the opening of the hospital 

As HRUM began organizing last fail, repression 
on the part of the mother -hospital , Beth Israel, 
spearheaded by its new director, Dr- Ray Trussell, 
increased Memos forbidding leafletting were 
followed by a ban on meetings and public criticism 
of the hospital Tiussell offered to drop charges 
against the thirteen fired workers if they discon- 
tinued organizing; they refused. 

Many of the 40,000 Chinese -Amer leans living in 
Chinatown, the ghetto with the exotic name, rely on 
the health services of the Lower East Side, I Wor 
kuen (.Fight tor Peace and Harmony; , a group of 
Chinese -Amer lean radicals, became involved with 
HRUM through their Free Health Clinic Program, HRUM 
provided them with tree X-rays and tine tests in 
order to viarry out their plan for massive TB testing 
m the community VA r go , a membei of the group, 

commented "There* s a ridiculous stereotype that the 
Chinese 'take ^aie ot their own’ - incredibly 
: m 1 s t . " He at firmed support for HRUM. 

HRUM is a 1 so supported by the Lower East Side 
Neighborhood Count 1 1 -South , an organization which has 
pushed tor programs dealing with drug addiction,

to no avail, Beth Israel has not only rejected 
each of these programs, but it also lies about the 
programs which exist tBet’n Israel claims to have 
conducted 7^000 lead poisoning tests last year, 
which is a blatant lie; and the few tests per- 
formed this year are all invalid because of inac- 
curate procedures J 

The Young Lords, whose principle health 
organizing has gone on in the Barrio and who have 
found considerable incidence of lead poisoning in 
the Puerto Rican children they have tested, ha./e 
given full support to their brothers and sisters 
on the Lower East Side 

While there is Support for the fired workers 
inside the hospital,, many are terrified into 
silence by the fear of losing their jobs 90 
percent of New York City’s hospital workers are 
black and Puerto Rican, most of them are members 
of Drug and Hospital Union Local 1199, a union m 
New York run by Jewish liberals 

Despite successful struggles conducted by the 
union m the early 60’ s m New York and m Charles- 
ton, South Carolina last May, the union has shown 
timidity about getting involved m actions in which 
militant groups like the Panthers or the Young 
Lords are also engaged 

The Executive Council of the union not omy 
voted to deny legal aid to four of the thirteen 
ousted workers who ha.e criminal charges stemming 
from a January 19 demon on sir at icn -- it aiso 
forced on workers remaining in the hospital, a 
petition withdrawing support of any kind for the 
thi rteen 

Pete, one of the thirteen, is angry at the 
union’s behavior and now convinced of the need 
for a city-wide coaJiiion ot workers concerned 
with community problems. "Any union is bound to 
defend its worker- in expressing their beliefs 
about how they should fun w t ion on the job, 1 199 
turned its ba~k on us at the last minute. So, 
we'll have to bypass the union."

twice as many American deaths m Vietnam as the 
Defense Department claims 

Former Senator Wayne Morse has charged the 
Defense Department has two sets of death statistics 
the real ones and those released to the public in 
its weekly "statistical summary " Morse first 
made the charge last August claiming 70,000 
rather th^n 50,000 Americans had been killed m 
Vitnarn combat at that time 

An ex Marine, who was stationed at Marine 
Headquarters here, told an October Vietnam Mora- 
torium audience, "I realized that the Corps was, 
as a matter of policy, announcing a death toll that 
was just about half of the number of deaths 
reported to our oifice 1 talked to guys who were 
clerking at Army headquarters and they said the 
same thing was going on m their office , The 
fact is, twice as many Americans have died in 
Vietnam as the military admits." 

Slightly more than 40,000 American men have 
now been killed in Vietnam action, according to 
the Defense Department Ir Morse and the Marine 
are right, the ngure is actually closer to 80,000. 

Even the ba^k side of the weekly Defense 
Department report shows that another 7,250 Amer- 
icans have been kj.,ied m Vietnam from aircraft 
"accidents and incidents" and "other causes" or 
they are "missing " The causes including the 
"aircraft incidents," are listed as "U S , casualties

Ten months ago District Attorney Frank Hogan 
charged them with conspiring to blow up department 
stores, to murder policemen, to dynamite railroad 
lines, and to explode the Botannical Gardens. So 
New York City's Panther leadership has spent iG 
months m jail without rnai. 

One of the defendants. Afeni Shakur. said that 
Diack people knew the plot was a fr ame-up. ‘ Why

people shop in’: ' she said. 

Among the thirteen* it is suspected, there is 
a pox j w e informer } a Judas. In the course of the 
trial he wul probably reveal his identity and 
testily about the conspiracy.

Several had no mat- 
tresses to sieep on., Joan Bird and Afeni Shakur 
were given four sheets of toilet tissue a day. They 
were denied reading material and recreational facili- 
ties., Their relatives were denied fail visiting 
privileges,- their lawyers were harras-ed by prison 
officials. 

Sitting before them is Judge John M Murtagh. 
Murtagh is a. sly fox. He a maintain his cool. 

His fundamental point is that the rna: isn't poli- 
tical. It s a criminal case* he contends; the defen- 
dants are not on trial for their ideas., they are not 
on trial for being members cf the Black Panther Party* 
but for their criminal acts,, But Murtagh has sus- 
tained the political atmosphere which has surrounded 
the trial from the start. 

On April 2 , 1969* D.A, Hogan appeared on tele- 
vision and outlined for the public s. gruesome story 
of planned Panther atrocities. Eh A. Phillips, who 
is prosecuting the case, calls the Panthers a terror- 
ist organization/’ Judge Murtagh. aiming to maintain 
the public image of the Panthers as a desperate 
terrorist group,, has instructed the police to search 
the courtroom for bombs. Outside the courthouse at 
100 Center Street a police closed- circuit television 
camera takes pictures cf everyone who enters and 
leaves the building. Uniformed pci icemen surround 
the building; they line the corridors inside* and 
there are over 30 court attendants* each with a pis- 
tol under his blue uniform.- m the courtroom itself. 
Murtagh has helped to create what Panther attorney 
Sanford Katz calls the atmosphere of ‘’an armed camp,' 

On the fourth day of the trial.- Phillips and 
Murtagh worked hand in glove to build the political 
hysteria against the Panthers „ The witness foi that 
day, Detective william Haiioram is a personal friend 
of the Judge* His wife is Murtagh ’ s private secre- 
tary, When the defense asked Halloram to give his 
address; Phillips objected,, saying that he had heard 
biack people in the audience say they would '‘kill 
pigs,” and that they would settle this thing in the 
streets ” Murtagh sustained Phillips objection. He 
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noted that these brave witnesses were taking their 
lives in their hands by appearing in court to testify 
He said that the court was dealing with dangerous 
criminals, Phillips added that policemen all over 
the country had been killed by Panthers.. When defense 
attorney William Crain reminded the court of the mur- 
der of Fred Hampton and Mark Clark by Chicago pigs, 
Murtagh pounded both his fists on the table, and said 
M I refuse to make any comment on that statement.” He 
had blown his cool^ 

The courtroom is a battleground, A war goes on 
every day.. The first week of the trial, posters taken 
from the house of defendant Michael Tabor were shown 
to one of the state’s witnesses, Detective Coffey 
There were five posters, one of two black athletes at 
the Olympics raising clenched fists, another of Huey 
P 3 Newton smoking a cigarette, a third of Huey and 
Bobby Go Seale with guns, a fourth of a black mother 
and her child, and the last of Mao Tse-tung,. The 
audience cheered when the posters of Huey and Bobby 
were held up. When asked why he had torn the posters 
off the walls, even though he did not have a search 
warrant, Detective Coffey, who has admitted he believes 
the ’’Panthers should be eliminated/’ said that the 
posters ’’provided evidence of conspiracy,” Asked how 
a poster of two black athletes raising their fists 
gave evidence of conspiracy, he was unable to answer,, 

Murtagh has launched a three-fold attack,. On the 
opening day ; . m a highly irregular procedure, he had 
the Panthers separated from their lawyers; lawyers on 
one side. Panthers on the other side of the court., 

These physical conditions made it impossible for most 
of the 13 defendants to consult with their attorneys , 

From the start of this case the judges and the 
D A. s have tried to block communication between the 
Panthers and their lawyers -- the Panthers were held 
in different prisons making it impossible for their 
lawyers to meet with them together as a group. Only 
after prolonged court battles were the Panthers placed 
together mthe same jail 

For the first week of the trial Murtagh denied 
the defense a copy of the court transcript Trans- 
cripts are essential to the defense's ability to show 
contradictions in the prosecution testimony. Defend 
ants who are poor are ordinarily given the transcript 
free Murtagh has insisted that the defendants prove 


they are indigent When they were first arrested, 

April 2 t they were poo*' After 10 months in jail, 
they have become no richer, especially with any money 
they can raise going toward tneir bail, many of the 
Panther wives are on welfare. It took a week of 
battling with Murtagh to get a free copy of the trans- 
cript. 

Since they are poor ; the size of the bail is 
equivalent to no bail at all. Eleven of the 13 Panthers 
are held m $100,000 bail apiece, two others on $50,000 
each. Three days before the trial began, Afeni Shakur 
was released from the woman's House of Detention, 
Episcopalian and Presbyterian churches put up funds 
for her release 

When Afeni Shakur stepped out of jail she said 
that ’’not for one second did the 21 doubt the people/’ 
She told a group of Panthers and white revolutionaries 
that the '‘struggle is a lifetime thing/’ that ’’you're 
supposed to be tired. You- re supposed to be dead 
tired from waging the struggle,” 

Judge Murtagh is also waging a war against the 
lawyers who are defending the Panthers, He has accused 
them of being incompetent, of inciting disorders and 
violence in the courtroom. Murtagh told the lawyers 
that he wanted an 'Overseer” from the appellate divi- 
sion of the judiciary to sit m the courtroom, and 
rule on the ethics of their tactics.. Since he has 
no power over the 13 Panthers, since they are in no way 
intimidated by his threats of long prison terms,. Mur- 
tagh is intimidating the lawyers, using the threat 
of prison sentences for contempt in an attempt to 
force them to control their own clients 0 

Murtagh is concerned with appearing liberal. 

Three of the defendants are Muslims., and observe Fri- 
day as a high religious day Murtagh granted their 
request to cancel court on Friday. So, while in fact 
he denies them a fair trial, Murtagh can say ’’Look, 

I've respected their beliefs.” Freedom of religion,. 

For all these reasons -- because he has misrepre- 
sented the truth and because the District Attorney 

saw to it that Murtagh was the Judge in this case 

the defense attorneys have asked that he step down* 
Gerald B _ Letcourt argued that Murtagh ’’sits at the 
D A s table ’ noting that there is not even the 
"appearance of justice m this court.” 

It isn t really a courtroom No one, except 
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Murtagh and Phillips, is under that illusion. To 
the people, it is a meeting hall, a classroom a 
political rally. 

The 13 Panthers dominate that room. it isn t 
the Judge who presides, but Dahruba Richard Moore, 
Dahruba is like a stick of dynamite. lie s explosive.. 
He's on top of the judge- ahead of the action every 
second of the way. Whenever there is a violation of 
the Panthers' constitutional rights* whenever there 
is evidence of the Judge's, or the DoA, s racism he 
speaks out. He raps in the courtroom to the people, 
and the people listen and applaud and rap back c 

So far Murtagh has not had the Panthers bound 
and gagged. But that may yet happen., Dahruba told 
Murtagh, f HVe will overturn this pig pen every day/’ 

If he and the others continue to do so there may be 
13 Panthers bound and gagged in the Supreme Court of 
New York before the trial is over. An education is 
going on. Amenka is on trial. When the D.A. talks 
about the Panther conspiracy, Dahruba gets up and 
says* yes, there is a conspiracy, that '-black people 
have been conspiring for their freedom for 400 
years." When the judge tells him he is out of order 
he says, that's right judge. "Black people are out 
of order too. We ? ll be disorderly until there is a 
new order m Babylon." When Lumumba Shakur raises 
his fist and shouts. "Down with U„5o Imperialism " 
the audience goes wild. 

In the first week there were two outbursts. 

The first instance occurred when Michael Tabor 
tried to communicate with his lawyer. He got up out 
of his seat and proceeded to walk toward the lawyer. 
Immediately, a court attendant grabbed hold of him 
and pulled him down. The other Panthers jumped up 
to protest 

The second outbreak occurred when Murtagh re 
fused to grant the defense a transcript until further 
evidence of their indigency was offered. He was 
also attacking attorney Crain. The tension in the 
courtroom was building up. Dr. Curtis Powell got up 
and called the judge a "Fascist Pig/’ Dahruba got 
up and told Murtagh ’'You^re the criminal,'’ Then 
Mary Ann Weissman. a member of Youth Against War and 
Fascism, stood up in the audience, and asked Murtagh 
"Who judges your conduct?" Dahruba shouted out 
"The People The People/’ Mrs. Weissman continued. 
"You would have been found m contempt long ago I 


have as much right as an) one to speak when 1 see 
an injustice dene Murtagh ordered her removed 
irom the courtroom The black women sitting next 
to her pushed the court officials away. They pro- 
tected her , ihe 13 Panthers stood and said, if 
she leaves we leave too and started to walk out. 
Lonnie Lpps one of the original 21, who was sitting 
m the audience out on $ 1 0 000 bail,- was caught in 
the middle of the i.ght. He was rearrested and 
charged with felonious assault against a policeman* 
felonious assault against a court officer, resisting 
arrest and contempt of court. He has so far been 
denied b a ± 1 _ 

Mary Ann Weissman was arrested; found guilty of 
contempt of court and sentenced to 30 days m jail* 
Before she was taken away she told the audience in 
the courtroom that she came to ’’protest this mon- 
strous totally incredible frame- up of the young 
Panther Party defendants/' She said that she ex 
pressed "the solidarity of thousands of young white 
people m New York City who feel the same way and .. 
support the Black Panther Party m its heroic defense 
of its people 0 " 

One trial ends. Another begins. The Conspiracy 
trial is almost finished in Chicago. Judge Hoffman 
has declared that the defense has ended its case 0 
Now another long case is beginning. And from the 
opening sessions it looks like it will be the tough- 
est trial since the trial of Huey P Q Newton.

FG: Yes. And when it did, Antonioni did a very 

impressive thing. He let the movie be about Mark 
and Daria, even though they weren’t the kids he had 
bargained for. It was as if he said, ’’Well, I hoped 
these young Americans were going to be radical and 
serious and articulate and warm; but now that they 
turn out to be apolitical and self-centered, I 
might as well go ahead and show them as such.” 

Maybe there's a parable in that. 

LNS: When the political meeting scene was being 

shot in Berkeley a lot of people sensed Mark’s hos- 
tility and felt angry at him in return. Kathleen 
Cleaver put him down, 

FG: That scene shed a lot of light on Antonioni’s 

technique. According to the script, Mark was a 
confused college student who went to this meeting 
chaired by Kathleen. He was to have followed the 
conversation closely and then, finally, to have 
left because he couldn’t relate to ideological 


shouldn't have. 

FG: Yes, some people thought that. But not every- 

one said it, and not everyone had cogent reasons. 
Norman Fruchter [of Newsreel] did. But by the time 
we talked I had more or less done the work and was 
feeling defensive.... One of the things people said 
was that you couldn’t expect to sneak a good message 
across in a Hollywood film- i never expected to or 
tried to. What I wanted was the bread and the 
experience of watching Antonioni work. The bread 
was put to good use, as you know. And it was an 
enormous privilege to look at America -- hell, to 
look at a room or a face -- through Antonioni’s eye. 
It really is the eye of a Breughel. I think the 
film catches some of this country's excrescences as 
well as some of the beauty.... What I feel bad about 
is not having functioned as a writer. I couldn't 
bring myself to stay with them in the desert where 
the central scene was shot. I couldn't hang around 
locations for more than two days at a time. I feel 
1 served Antonioni badly, only touching what he 


talk But when Antonioni satv the rushes after the as ked me to touch, never making suggestions about 
first days shooting, Mark's face reflected nothing but * 

hatred and contempt; not one iota of interest, let the part of the film I considered outside my realm, 
alone sympathy. So he decided to let Mark leave 
in exactly the spirit that the real Mark wanted to 
leave. And instead of following him out the door, 

Antonioni kept his camera inside, and some lines 
were improvised to tell us that Mark was not a mem- 
ber of the group, that he had come to the meeting 
on someone's casual invitation, that he's a loner. 

Then Frank Bardacke and Landon Williams put in that 
you can't be^ a radical if you can't work with other 
people . 

LNS: How about Kathleen's lines. Were they 

scripted? 

FG: No. There had been lines for her and every- 

one else. The first two or three times he shot 
the scene according to the script. Then he said, 

"Now you’ve got the situation. Run the meeting in 
your own terms." Maybe two or three lines sur- 
vived . 

LNS: Is it better than the original version? 

FG: That's not for me to say. It's certainly 

more spontaneous. Yes, I think it’s better.

Concerning your Altamont story. You are 
quoting something you heard on KSAN but you are not 
quoting my sentiments at the time. About an hour 
before their special went on that Sunday evening, 
Stepan Ponek, KSAN program director, phoned me 
(not the other way around, the way you write it), 
said they were getting this show together, and he 
still didn't know what it meant, and, you know, 
would I mind talking with him about it for a few 
minutes to help him collect his thoughts. Sure. 

I asked whether he was taping this and he said he 
was not. Later he asked if it would be all right 
to use part of our conversation later on the show. 

It had been taped and I'd not known until the end. 
That's how they do radio, presumably. I thought 
about it for a moment- -it was a hectic, befuddling 
day for all of us who had returned from the horror 
of Altamont, trying to figure it out— and then said, 
whatever I said I believe, so go ahead and use it. 
What I had laid down was the heaviest rap against 
the Angels (the idea, rather, of calling in cats 
like the Angels for the gig they were supposed to 
carry) and upon who seemed responsible for what, 
that was to be heard all night on that show. Ex- 
cept that mine never made the air. What Stepan did 
find worth airplay of me was, in its sum, the awful 
kind of escapist stuff you quote me as saying. I 
tend to ramble in conversation. I tend to take 
one point, shake it from its moorings and drift 
with it. But the point I was making, in full, 
went like this: "It was such a terribly oppressive 

atmosphere, man, this dusty fog of violence. 

That's the awful thing about violence. It's a whole 
process, like self-generating cancerous vibrations. 
And here were people being killed. I mean, I 
really learned a new dimension about terror. I 
couldn't see the front-stage area. I could just 
see Jagger, from the rear of the stage left area, 
through a number of people standing in front of me. 
So the violence was just something that's in the 
air when you don't directly see it. It cooled off 
for a while after the initial flurry--when they 
killed Hunter. There was no riot going on. People 
were attentive to the music, the performance. And 
yet the evil was still hovering right there in the 
air. Everyone felt it. At one point I tried to 
disengage myself from all the stuff that had gone 
on- -and I thought the band was great and Jagger 
really put on a performance --but it didn't stick 
to the ribs, man fhe~b tones didn't even count. 

It was a festival of violence."

With the attempt of a number of governmental 
offices, and probably soon president Nixon included, 
to divert the national discontent with American 
foreign policy into a co-opted and watered down 
handling of the issues of the environmental crises, 
we feel it important to make known some information 
and the viewpoint of ourselves and a number of 
other groups across the country. 

Our orientation comes from an understanding of 
the close similarities in the underlying causes of 
the Vietnam war, suppression of blacks and other 
minorities in this country, suppression of women, 
suppression of third world movements for national 
liberation and the pollution of our environment 
and minds -- capitalism! 

During this past summer a number of conferences 
on the environmental crises were held. Two 
meetings which we have drawn on for our analysis 
were those held by community members and scientists 
in Madison, Wis, and Berkeley, Calif. A third 
conference was organized by governmental units 
in Washington. This conference was held in a 
government conference resort center and was 
attended by selected students. At this conference 
Senator Gaylord Nelson proposed the April 22nd 
teach-in (the California conference emphasizing 
a more intensive spring offensive). To co-ordinate 
this teach-in a "National Office" was set up in 
Washington, .ore. 

Members of the Science Action Group attending 
the American Association for the Advancement of 
Science meetings in Boston this past month attended 
a session of groups working on the ecological 
crises, at which representatives of the "National 
Office" were present. At this meeting the "N.O." 
people were requesting groups working on the crises 
to send the "N.O." ALL their information and ideas -- 
down to the minutes of your meetings — so that 
they could collate this information. The origins, 
structure and aims of their group were glossed 
over and only came out when members of our group 
asked series of questions. 

The N.O. is a para-govemmental unit capable 
of deploying an extensive control net -- telephones, 
mass media (full page ad in Sunday N„Y„ Times -- 
Jan, 18), money to send people around the country.. . 

We feel that there is little positive use 
their single day could serve. You don't have to 
teach people in ghettoes and slums that their 
air and minds are being polluted. On the negative 
side one could see coming out of such teach-ins, 
the smoothing of the way for such solutions as 
bonds and tax subsidies... (that come out of the 
pockets of those who can't pay and are not res- 
ponsible for the pollution) -- they are not acceptable 

As for the request for our ideas and information 
there is no reason to have a stockpile of informa- 
tion (especially in Washington) -- when this would 
be stockpiled for a government that shows little 
responsiveness to the people it governs. 

As initial specific proposals we feel that 
a "teach-in" (which could take the form of com- 
munity actions outside university walls) should 
if done at all be part of a spring offensive, 
and that a special day for emphasis other than 
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April 22nd be chosen. Some groups have already 
chosen the preceding Saturday (April 18). It 
should be noted that the N.O.s choice of a week- 
day excluded everyone but specific groups of 
people (students, professionals, newsmen and 
politicians...) from participating in this day. 

Because of our limited resources we would 
appreciate it if you could send copies of this 
letter to groups you know. We will try to com- 
pile a mailing list so that you can contact any 
groups you might have cause to. 

Because we have been working on ecological 
problems and their political implications, and 
outline of what we plan may be useful to groups 
starting to analyze ecological questions in light 
of the political environment. 

In New Haven there are a number of community 
groups that are concerned with social, political 
and economic questions in the community. Many of 
these groups are concerned with and working on 
problems with direct ecological reference. There 
is also in New Haven members of a number of 
different radical political groups (student and 
non-student). What we are trying to do is to 
get the political groups involved in and expanding 
the work of the specific community organizations 
(expanding it to door-to-door campaigns, direct 
action, research). This will allow 3-5 lines of 
attack to build on duimg the spring. As the 
culmination we will have a central day (April 18) 
when all groups will back a series of actions 
on the single line that has Advanced the most 
during the spring — the hope being for a concrete 
success in that area. This would be the FIRST 
spring ECOLOGY OFFENSIVE.

By February 21, the trial of the Conspiracy 
8 in Chicago will hopefully be over. While the 
jury is deliberating its verdict, we want to 
bring the case to the people. We are asking the 
generation of young people across the country to 
constitute itself as a jury to judge the 
government conspiracy. 

Since we cannot bring all those interested 
in the case into the courtroom, we have prepared 
a nine-hour tape recorded documentary on the trial 
for national broadcast on Saturday, Feb. 21, in 
connection with the New Mobilization Committee* s 
national Conspiracy day (consisting of campus 
teach-ins, end of trial rallies, speeches, etc.) 

The program is to be aired in segments 
totalling nine hours throughout Feb. 21st 
(portions of which could be played in advance for 
promotion and replayed on the day of sentencing). 
It consists of the following: 

Segment one — Introduction (30 min. Legal 
background of the Conspiracy law, indictment, 
arraignment, pre-trial motions, jury selection. 

Segment two -- Speech (60 min.) made by the 
defendants at a start-of- trial rally. 

Segment three -- Prosecution ’ s case (60 min.) 
-- Roundtable discussion between Conspiracy 
attorney Stuart Ball, underground writer Abe Peck, 
movement activists Frank Joyce and Sue Hathaway, 
covering and analyzing the prosecution 1 s case. 

Segment four -- Dramatizations of the pro- 
secution’s case (30 min.) 


Segment five -- The trial of Bobby Seale (60 
min.) -- including dramatizations of the gagging 
and contempt citation. 

Segment six -- The case for the defense (120 
min.) -- interviews with defense witnesses as to 
their testimony and the feelings of the courtroom; 
including Allen Ginsberg, Stuart Meacham, James 
Kunen, Julian Bond, Arlo Guthrie, Country Joe 
McDonald (of Country Joe and the Fish), Norman 
Mailer, Pete Seeger', Paul Krassner and others... '• 

Segment seven -- Panel discussion (60 min.) — 
a cross view of the entire Conspiracy trial by the 
defendants Rennie Davis, Dave Dellinger, John 
Froines, Tom Hayden, Abbie Hoffman, Jerry Rubin 
and Lee Weiner; and defense attornies William 
Kunstler and Lennie Weinglass. 

Final segment -- 120 min. in total — state- 
ments by the defendants and attornies, above.

RETARDATION EXPOSED AS RACISM 

SAN FRANCISCO (LNS) -- Pressure from the lone 
Chicano on the San Francisco Board of Education has 
forced the city school system to admit that Spanish- 
speaking students of normal intelligence are casually 
shunted into classes for the mentally retarded 
because they make a poor showing on English-language 
IQ tests. 

Last fall. Dr. David Sanchez, the Chicano board 
member, began to wonder why so many children with 
Spanish surnames wound up in those special classes 
which assume that the minds of the pupils are dull 
and barely salvageable. He insisted that all the 
Chicanes and Latinos in elementary level "special" 
classes be retested by a psychometrist who could 
speak Spanish using an IQ test written in Spanish. 

Result: 45 percent of the kids were found to 
be of average intelligence or better when retested . 
in Spanish. The average IQ of the group shot up 17 
points, and one girl, who had scored 67 on an English 
version, supposedly evidence of severe retardation, 
turned out to be highly gifted with a Spanish- version 
score of 128.

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THE SUPREME COURT: CHANGES

WASHINGTON, D.C. (L.NSJ-- If Americans ever be- 
lieved there was an Olympus within their borders, the 
location had to be the chambers of the United States 
Supreme Court. ,, I , 11 take it all the way to the Su- 
preme Court” has long been the sputtered retrain of 
the miffed and abused. Changes m personnel at the 
Supreme Court amount to a changing of the gods for 
Middle America. 

The Court is like a slowly turning 12 - compartment 
revolving door. One man gets old and leaves. A young- 
er old man takes his place > The new man stays for a 
long time. 

G. Harold Carswell, 50 years old, will probably 
be around for a long time. The whole country knows 
about his 1948 pledge never to abandon the cause of 
white supremacy. Fewer people know the details of his 
part in the incorporation of a segregated private 
golf club, his record of rulings against black civil 
rights activists. Fewer still know what he did to 
women bv ruling that an employer could summarily 
deny a job to women with pre-school children. But as 
Carswell ! s ascent to the Supreme Court begins to look 
like a fait accompli, a 71-year-old man, appointed to 
the Court over 30 years ago by Franklin D Roosevelt, 
is beginning to sound really interesting. 

In a book scheduled for publication Feb- 19, 
Justice William 0. Douglas says he's about ready to 
opt for revolution. In Points of Rebellion , the new 
book, Douglas attacks the Pentagon, the FBI, the CIA, 
former Presidents Truman and Johnson, government and 
corporate bureaucracy, and the racism of police, entre- 
preneurs, and educators. 

"Where grievances pile up high,” he writes, ”and 
most of the elected spokesmen represent the Establish- 
ment, violence may be the only effective response.” 

"George III was the symbol against which our 
Founders made a revolution now considered bright and 
glorious ... .We must realize that today’s Establishment 
is the new George III. Whether it will continue to 
adhere to his tactics, we do not know It it does, 
the redress, honored m tradition, is also revolution.” 

Inveighing against elaborate anti-.. omriunist se- 
curity procedures regulating employment, ,i ml promising 
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that dissent against American militarism will not 
be stilled, he charges that "The Pentagon has a 
fantastic budget that enables it to dream of put- 
ting down the much-needed revolution which will arise 
in Peru, in the Phillipmes, and m other benighted 
countries . " 

"At the international level,” writes Douglas, 

"we have become virtually paranoid. Indeed a black 
silence of fear possesses the nation ... .Truman 
nurtured that fear, Johnson promoted it, preaching 
the doctrine that the people of the world want what 
we have had, unless suppressed, wiil take it from us 7 
And domestically, he is horrified by ” the up- 
side down welfare state” where ”rai Iroads , airlines , 
shipping- -these are all subsidized; and those com- 
panies' doors are not kicked down by the police at 
night.” Meanwhile, he sees no way of robbing from 
the state the ability ” to conduct midnight raids 
without the search warrants needed before even a 
poor man's home may be entered by the police.” 

He hears the ”powers-that-be faintly echo 
Adolf Hitler,” who said (1932J : "The streets of 
our country are in turmoil. The universities are 
filled with students rebelling and noting .... We 
need law and order.” And Justice Douglas can't 
help but grant that the political opponents of the 
state have the right to defend themselves and to 
resist any attempts to crush them: 

"American protestors need not be submissive. 

A speaker who resists arrest is acting as a free man. 
The police do not have carte blanche to interfere 
with his freedom.” 

Douglas is a real fluke, a liberal revolution- 
ary in 1970 America. His book says nothing about 
how he intends to deal with the reality of Cardwell 
But Douglas is 71. And Carswell is only 50.
